DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In the amendment filed on 1 1/07/2008, applicant has cancelled claims 1 9-21 and 
added new claims 22 and 23. Therefore, claims 16-18, 22 and 23 are now pending in 
the application and are addressed below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 16-18, 22 and 23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of reference does not show the mount having a cylindrical configuration having a hole 
extending therethrough and a flange where a low melting point alloy is introduced into 
the hole and fills a gap between the flange and cover plate to hold the cover plate. This 
limitation along with the other limitations found in claim 16 and claim 23 are allowable 
over the prior art of reference.
